I. The Good Man Who Went 
to Hell 


We will look first at the Good 
Man who went to Hell. 


We notice first of all that, this 
man who was unjustified, and 
therefore went to Hell, was a mor- 
al man, a clean man in his person- 
al habits. He could look right up 
into the face of God who knows 
our every act, our secret acts, done 
under cover of the night as well 
as our public acts open for all to 
see, and our secret thoughts, and 
could say, “I am not an adulterer. 
I am a clean man morally.” It is a 
good thing to be able to say that. 
Some of you men here tonight 
could not say it. God pity you. 
You might say it to me; but you 
could not say it to God, you would 
not dare. But this man could say 
it, and say it to God; and yet he 
was not saved. 

There are a good many men in 
our day who are building their 
hopes for eternity on their per- 
sonal purity, on the fact that their 
actions have not been defiled by 
one of the most loathsome of all 
sins, in any of its forms; that their 
speech is clean; that their imagin- 
ation is pure; they never read the 
vile literature so prevalent in our 
day, and never frequent the Hell- 
ish dens called ‘“‘vaudeville shows” 
and disgusting movies that play 
on a harp with a single string, and 
that string a rotten old string, sex 
problems. Well, personal purity is 
a good thing; but it won't save 
anyone. And if that is all you have 
to build your hope of Heaven upon 
you are lost and headed straight 
for Hell. 

2. In the second place, we notice 
that this man was square in his 
business relations. He could look 
up into God’s face and say, “I am 
not an extortioner;’ that is, a 
money grabber, rapacious, avari- 
cious. This man did not charge ex- 
orbitant rates of interest. He did 
not freeze other men out of busi- 
ness. He did not oppress his em- 
ployees in their wages. He did not 
cheat his customers. It is a good

fifty cents; and even then you cal- 
led it “charity.” Some of you took 
advantage of a man’s or woman’s 
ignorance and charged them two 
prices for what you sold them and 
called it “business enterprise,” but 
God called it “stealing.” Then how 
many “eminently respectable citi- 
zens” there are today building up 
great business enterprises by 
crowding someone else to the wall. 
Their vast fortunes are built upon 
the ruined business enterprises of 
others, upon broken hearts and 
desolated homes, and God only 
knows what all. It is a great thing 
in the days like these to be able 
to look up into God’s face and say 
what this man said, “I am not 
rapacious, I am not a money grab- 
ber, I am not an extortioner’; but 
it won’t save you. This man could 
say it. But Jesus Christ says he 
was lost for all that, that he went 
down to his house unjustified, that 
he went to Hell after all. 

There are a good many here to- 
night who are building their hopes 
lor eternity upon the fact they are 
perfectly honest in business, that 
they “believe in the square deal’ 
and “practise the square deal,” 
themselves; but if you have no 
better foundation than that for 
your hope of Heaven, you are a 
lost man. 

3. We notice next that this man 
was a highly respected member of 
society. He was a “Pharisee.” The 


class of society. They deserved to 
be. Everybody respected them. 
They were the one class of society 
that was held in highest esteem. 
They occupied a higher place in 


the members of any of our present 
civic organizations for moral and 
political uplift occupy in public es- 
teem today, and perhaps with bet- 
ter reason. When the ordinary 
citizen saw a Pharisee going down 
the street, he would say to his 
son, “There goes Mr. Simon Di- 
kaios—-he is a Pharisee, a very 
fine man, very upright, very pure, 
and thrifty withal. I hope, my son, 
that when you grow up, you will 
be like him.” 

Now it is a fine thing to be high- 
ly respected. It is an exceedingly 
pleasant thing to be well thought 
of and to be well spoken of; but 
it won’t save anybody, it won't 
keep anybody out of Hell. It did 
not save this man, He is in Hell 
now. 

A good many men think God 
must think well of them because 
men do. This is a great mistake; 
for Jesus Christ Himself tells us, 
“God knoweth your hearts: for

4. Look at the Pharisee again. 
This man saw no flaws in him- 
self, but was the best man in the 
world in his own estimation. 
Speaking of God he said, “I thank 
thee, that I am not as other men 
are” (Luke 18:11). Literally trans- 
lated, what he said was, “I thank 
Thee, that I am not as the rest of 
men.” He divided society into two 
classes. He was in one class all 
alone; and all “the rest of men” 
were in the other class. He was 
good and all the rest of men wefe 
bad; and there he stands exclaim- 
ing, “I thank thee, that I am not 
as the rest of men.” He had a 
mighty high opinion of himself. 


but he went to Hell just the same. 

Hlow many men there are who | 
are building their hopes of Heaven | 
upon their inability to discover 
any flaws in themselves. “I do not | 
see what I need of Christ,” many | 
are saying. “I see no great sins 
in myself. Jesus Christ may do for 
the drunkard, the harlot, the thief 
and the murderer, but what do I 
need of Him?” Well, let me tell 
you what need you have of Jesus 
Christ, you need Him to save you 
from being everlastingly damned. 
That is all, but that is enough, 
isn’t it? You talk quite like this 
Pharisee, who, our Lord Jesus teils 


us, went down to his house un- 
justified, was lost and is now in 
Hell. 


» Again, This Pharisee was «a 
religious man. Every Pharisee was 
very religious, and this particular 
Pharisee was especially so. All 
Pharisees were much given to 
reading the Bible and other pious 
books. They were much given to 
prayer and religious ceremonies. 
This particular Pharisee could tell 
the Lord how often he fasted eve- 
ry week; he fasted twice every 
week. He fasted far more fre- 
quently than the law required of 
him. He was also perfectly ortho- 
dox. The Pharisaical party was the 
orthodox party. The Sadducees 
were the heretics. Now, religious 
ceremonies are good. Praying is 
good. Fasting is good. Orthodoxy 
is very good. But all of these put 
together won't save anyone; they 
won’t keep anyone out of Hell. 
No, in all this world’s history, they 
have never saved one single soul.

I believe in endless punishment. 
Oh, I am safe.” Fine, very fine; 
but listen: All this you have men- 
tioned does not prove that you are 
saved, that you are headed for 
Heaven. Religion is a good thing, 
a very good thing, but there will 
doubtless be very many men and 
women in Hell who were very re- 
ligious when on earth, and very 
orthodox, too. 


6. But we have not gotten to the 
end of the excellencies of this 


_Pharisee even yet. This Pharisee 


was a generous man. He could tell 
God he gave a tenth of all he 
made, It is ‘a good thing 'to be able 


‘to say that. I wonder how many 


in this audience tonight could say, 
“I give a tenth of all I get.” I 


‘wish more of you could. I wish it 


for your own sakes. I wish it for 
the sake of the poor. I wish it for 
Jesus Christ’s sake. It is a good 
thing to be generous. It is a good 
thing to give away one dollar in 
every ten dollars you make, ten 
dollars in every hundred dollars, 
ten thousand dollars in every hun- 
dred thousand you make. Yes, it 
is a good thing, a mighty fine 
thing—but it won’t save you. It 
won't take you to Heaven. This 
Pharisee did it, and he was lost 
after all. He went to Hell as 
straight as many who never gave 
a penny. 

Do you not think that this Phari- 
see was a pretty good man, as men 
go? Was he.not in many important 
respects a most exemplary man? 
But he was lost! Jesus Christ dis- 
tinctly tells us he went down to 
his house unjustified, an unforgiv- 
en sinner, under the wrath of God. 
He went to Hell! Why? For pre- 
cisely the same reason that many 
of you here tonight are lost and 
on the road to Hell. 

1, First of all, he went to Hell; 
because he trusted in himself. In 
verse 9 we read that Jesus spoke 
this parable, “Unto certain who 
trusted in themselves that they 
were righteous.” This man counted 
up his virtues, his clean life, his 
honesty in business, the high es- 
teem in which he was held in the 
community, his own high estima- 
tion of himself, his religiousness, 
his generosity in giving, and he put 
his trust in these good qualities 
of this own. And any man who 
puts his trust in his own virtues 
and goodness, and many righteous 
acts, or in himself in any way, will 
be lost; lie will spend eternity in 
Hell, no matter how good he is. 

2. In the second place, this man 
went to Hell because he despised 
others. We read in verse 9 that 
Jesus spoke, “This parable unto 
certain who trusted in themselves 
that they were righteous, and des- 
pised others.’ He thanked God he 
was “not as the rest of men,” or 
“even as this publican,” who stood 
near him praying. There are many 
like this man. There are many

You will be lost unless you get 
over this trusting in yourselves 
and despising others. 


3. In the third place, and prin- 
cipally, this man went to Hell be- 
cause he did not acknowledge him- 
self to be a sinner. There is not 
one word or hint of confession of 
sin in all his prayer. There is no 
pardon of sin possible without con- 
fession that we are sinners. No 
man who will not definitely ton- 
fess himself to be a sinner will 
ever enter Heaven. God tells us 
this over and over again in both 
the Old Testament and the New 
Testament. For example, He says 
in Prov. 28:13, “He that covereth 
his sins shall not prosper: but 
whoso confesseth and forsaketh 
them shall have mercy.” If you 
will not take the sinner’s place be- 


fore God and confess yourself a|

But he was 
saved. What did he do that 
brought him salvation in spite of 
all that was against him? 

1. First of all, he took his right 
place before God, he took his place 
as a sinner. That is what anyone 
must do and everyone must do in 
order to be saved. God’s Word is 
as plain as day about that, God 
says in a passage already quoted, 
I John 1:8, 9, “If we say that we 
have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us. If we 
confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” 

There is-not a man or woman 
on earth who will ever get to 
Heaven unless they own up to 
what God says in this Book, name- 
ly, that ‘we have all sinned and 
come short of the glory of God’ 
(Rom. 3:23), and get right down 
before God and confess that they 
are poor, miserable, vile, worth- 
less, Hell-deserving sinners. Jesus 
Christ can save sinners, even the

has failed in Christian service and 
in his Christian life, the past can- 
not be recalled and the record is 
marred, but there is fergiveness 
and cleansing.

Knowing Jesus 


“That I may know 
him.” Do you know Him? I do 
not mean “Have you _ trusted 
Him?” You may trust Him and 
know that He is a wonderful Sa- 
viour, your Saviour, and still not 
know Him very well. You do not 
know Him well until you have 
spent much time in _ fellowship 
with Him. Will you not resolve 
that henceforth you will count all 
things but refuse that you may 
know Him well? It is far better 
to know Jesus than to know all 
else there is to know. It is better 
to know Him than to know all oth- 
ers whom there.are to know,

Power of His Resurrection 

Paul said, “That I may know 
him, and the power of his resur- 
rection.” Knowing Jesus, we’ know 
“the power of his resurrection.” 
It is that power which “quickened’”’ 
us “together with him” when we 
were “dead” in our “sins” (Col. 
2:13). But we are to enter more 
fully into that resurrection power; 
and Paul had that in mind when 
he said, “If by any means I might 
attain unto the resurrection of the 
dead,” 

“But if the Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwell in you, he that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall al- 
so quicken your mortal bodies 
x9y his Spirit that dwelleth in 
you” (Rom. 8:11). Oh, the thrill 
and the joy of this resurrection 
life and hope! “For ye are dead 
and your life is hid with Christ 
in God” (Col, 3:3). There is ecs- 
tasy and mysticism in this glori- 
ous truth! 


Fellowship of Suffering 


But Paul said, “That I may 
know him, and the power of his 
resurrection, and the fellowship 
of his suffering.” “The fellowship 
of His suffering!” It would be nice 
to stay on the mountain top. But 
at the foot of that mountain where 
the effulgence of the 
transfigured Christ is a valley 
dark with clouds of trouble and 
sorrow and sin. Sprawling convul- 
Sively there in the dust, foaming 
at the mouth, is a boy, made in 
the image of God, but in the throes 
of the Devil's grip. He is the only 
son of a despairing father who im- 
plores the disciples of Jesus for 
the help they cannot give. 

‘“‘Master,”’ says Peter, “It is good 


‘for us to be here.” Jesus’ answer 


to that was to come down from 
the mountain and save that boy. 
If we know “the power ol His 
resurrection” let us enter ‘into 
“the fellowship of His suffering.” 
Who would not prefer the moun- 
tain top where shines the glory 
of God to the sorrow and suffer- 
ing and sin in the valley below? 
Who does not prefer the mountain 
top where God displays His resur- 
rection power to this vale of tears 
with its clamour and corruption 
and crime? Oh, world of woe with 
thy darkness and depravity and 
death—dark depression of deviltry 
with thy nauseating power poli- 
tics, and Korean battlefields, and 
squalid slums, with thy dope ad- 
dicts, and alcoholics, and venereal- 
diseased, and broken homes, and 
poor little homeless children! But 
Jesus left the mountain top to 
cast the Devil out of a father’s 
son, 


Practical Purpose of Power 


“The power of his resurrection” 
is given us for a practical purpose, 
that we might “fill up that which 
is behind in the sufferings of 
Christ.” 


“Must Jesus bear the cross alone 
And all the world go free? 


No, there’s a cross for everyone 
And there’s a cross for me.” 


Work to be Done 

There is work to be done in the 
New Year—hard, bitter, sacrifi« 
cial, unselfish, cross-bearing, soul< 
saving work. There is a job to be 
done which can be accomplished 
only by “the power of his resur- 
rection and the fellowship of his 
suffering.” It cannot be done by, 
“Gospel magic,” or artistic singing, 
or skillful preaching, or newspaper 
advertising, or organization, ofr 
Gospel movies, or vaunted knows 
ledge, or politics or any other 
means except it be also by the 
“power of his resurrection and the 
fellowship of his suffering.” 


Football Verse 

We have been speaking of con« 
centration, of driving toward a 
goal, of forgetting the past and 
reaching forward unto those things 
which are before. The apostle as« 
sures us that a prize, awaits ug 
there. He borrows his imagery, 
from the Olympic races, I rever< 
ently think of this verse in cons 
nection with our modern classic, 
football. “I press’—I drive “to« 
ward the mark’’—for the touche 
down, and the pennant, and the 
championship—to please my coach, 
my friends, my teammates, and 
my school. But after all, how vaste 
ly different the football game and 
the game of Christian service. The 
football game is soon over, and the 
yells, the shouts of the crowds 
who filled the stadiums have 
ceased, and the stars of the next 
season have taken the limelight, 
The game of Christian service cone 
tinues until the end of this life, 
Every player can win the game 
by the strength of God, 

A Prize to.be Gained 

There is a prize to be gained-« 
the smilé of Christ’s approval, and 
with that smile words of commens- 
dation and everlasting crowns of 
reward. What a high calling! Whe 
would not press on and struggle 
and suffer and, if needs be, die for 
the approving smile of Jesug 
Christ? Then to hear the commen- 
dation of Jesus, “Well done;-thou 
good and faithful servant.” That 
is enough, to say nothing of the 
everlasting home of the blessed, 
The mere thought of a smile from 
Jesus is inspiration enough tq 
drive me on. “I press forth”!
